K Challenges West 
To ‘Butter Battle’ 


MOSCOW, May 5 (UPI) 
Premier Khrushchev said to- 
day that “rockets and guns 
are not butter” and again, 
challenged , the West to peace- 
ful competition. 

Khrushchev also issued a 
communique -with visiting 
Algerian Premier' Ahmed Ben 
Bella. 

In the Party theoretical 
journal Kommunist, Khru- 
shchev said, “that system will 


triumph which in its develop- 
ment would help to strengthen 
peace, to meet more and more 
fully the needs and interests 
of the popular , masses. 

“This is our credo and we 
propose to all political par- 
ties: Let us compete in this 
field.” 

The message was written as 
the preface to an Italian col- 
lection of his speeches. 

Khrushchev’s challenge, to- 
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gether with a declaration that 
the present “balance of 
forces” could prevent war and 
that export of revolution > is 
“unacceptable,” was a repeti- 
tion: of long-standing Kremlin 
positions. 

- But the publication at this 
time was considered part' of 
the Soviet Union’s emphasis 
on “goulash” communism ver- 


sus the “export of revolution” 
brand preached by Communist 
China. 

“Rockets and guns are not 
butter, are not meat, are not 
bread and are not kasha (hot 
cereal). Had it not been neces- 
sary to increase the might of 
the armed forces we could 
have steeply raised the living 
standards of our people and 
made them the highest in the 
world in the near future,” he 
said. 

Khrushchev, told Ben Bella 
that “the struggle for peace 
is an overriding task,” but 
said, as he has previously, 
that the Soviet economy is 
perfectly capable of support- 
ing both guns and butter. 

Khrushchev’s statement to 
Ben Bella was made in the 
Crimea as the Algerian leader 
left for Leningrad. 

Khrushchev and Ben Bella 
issued a joint communique 
which said: 

“The exchange of opinions 
confirmed in full that the two 
sides, are. as one in appraising 
the present international situ- 
ation and consider that the 
struggle for peace is an over- 
riding task.” 

A I gerian sources said 
Khrushehev and Ben Bella 
signed two agreements but 
they did not disclose their 
content. It was believed that 
they were economic accords 
providing for increased Soviet 
technical aid to Algeria.
